any Martian organisms take 
in carbon as plants on Earth 
use sunlight to turn carbon 
dioxide and w ater into 
organic material.

deliver a rich mixture of 
nutrients scientists call 
“chicken soup” to a second 
soil sample in another in­ 
cubation cham ber today.

nutrient will be squirted into 
still another test chamber 
The idea of the three ex­ 
periments is to stimulate the 
metabolic or photosynthetic

detected * 
The first run of the three 
biology experiments will be 
completed by Aug 9 lf the 
results 
are 
positive, 
biologists will have to repeat 
the 12-day tests before any 
conclusions can be reached 
“The mission is really just 
beginning,” said Dr Leslie 
Orgel, of the Salk Institute 
for Biological Studies. “For 
those of us interested in 
organic chemistry and life, 
we’ve hardly got started.” 
The spoonful of soil was 
delivered to the biology ap­

A second powerful quake

mention of the disaster in a 
Chinese newspaper, and said 
relief work was the “com­ 
mon task for all people in the 
province.”

Aside from several traffic 
accidents that plagued the 
Plano Police Dept, both 
Tuesday morning and early 
Tuesday evening, police had 
a quiet day. 
Sixty-six calls were an­

After many months of 
planning and waiting, the 
Collin County Sheriff’s Dept, 
mobile crime lab is now in 
operation, says Sheriff Jerry 
Burton. 
The crime van is part of 
the county’s Major Crime 
Task; Force, with police 
officers 
from 
Plano, 
McKinney, AMen and the 
Sheriff’s Dept.1 working as a 
unit for the county. The task 
force and van was made 
possible through a state and 
federal grant. 
The unit is an “on-the- 
spot" crime laboratory and 


is capable of handling vir­ 
tually all phases of criminal 
investigative work, from 
fingerprinting to ballistics. 
It is equipped with 28 dif­ 
ferent kits for preserving 
and investigating physical 
evidence, along with a 3800- 
watt electric generator and 
floodlights. 
Assigned to the van as a 
full-time physical evidence 
technician is Glenn Tilley, a 
native of McKinney. 
A 
graduate of the Institute of 
Applied Science, as well as 
attending many FBI, Dept. 
of Public Safety and regional 


police schools, Tilley for­ 
merly was identification 
officer for the Plano Police 
Dept. 
“We’ve already had the 
task force in operation for 
some time now and it has 
done an excellent job,’’ 
Sheriff Burton commented 
“The force is doing much 
more than was first ex­ 
pected. The unit has a very 
high clearance rate and has 
cleared many cases in the 
county, as well as for cities 
in the county," he added 


Burton also revealed that 
the task force also has been 
used in surrounding counties 
and has cleared several 
cases. 
“The force—and now the 
van—is on call 24 hours a 
day, seven days a week, to 
all police departments in 
Collin County, to assist them 
in any way,” Burton con­ 
tinued. “In addition, I invite 
any county citizens to in­

It contains 1,752 
acres and in addition to 
being beautiful, situated as it 
is in the rolling country 
overlooking the river, it also 
provides a valuable lesson in 
history to the visitor 
To get in the mood for your 
tour of the park, a good place 
to stop is the visitor center

Programmers Projecting To 1985

depend

seasons while devoting more 
time 
to 
longform

tertainment. and will depend 
increasingly on made-for- 
television films instead of 
made-for-theater 
movies 
It s been fashionable ever 
since George Orwell wrote 
“ 1984” to use that date as a 
peg for predicting the future, 
but the seers at NBO are 
looking beyond to 1985 with 
their 
projections 
of 
television trends 


A 
presentation 
made 
recently to the NBC af­ 
filiates had this to say about 
the future 
“We expect with some 
confidence that the notion of 
seasons' will gradually fade 
away 
Instead, shows will 
premiere at varying times, 
scattered throughout the 
year 
"By 1985, we expect that 
half of the entertainment 
schedule will consist of long­ 
form programs — specials, 
major sports, fewer movies 
but of blockbuster propor­ 
tions and more made-for-TV 
films, 
m ini-series 
and 
special events 


The emphasis on made- 
for-television movies is a 
must because the inventory 
of old movies that could be 
shown on television without 
bringing a 
blush to the 
censor s cheek has about run 
out 
They aren’t making 
feature films fast enough 
these days, nor is the subject 
matter necessarily what the 
audience wants to contem­ 
plate in its living room 
The NBC projections of 
what the American way of 
life will become by 1985 
indicate other changes, with 
the possibilities for daytime 
and Saturday intriguing 
“In 1960,” according to 
NBC, “38 per cent of all 
women over 16 were in the 
labor force. In 1975, this had 
climbed to 46 per cent. The 
proportion will continue to 
rise, and in the mid-’80s will 


reach 50 per cent, a total of 
45 million working women 
“While many of them will 
not be available to television 
on weekdays, they will be at 
home on weekends by the 
millions — 
particularly 
Saturday morning. With the 
relative decline 
in 
the 
number of children in the 
population, this may offer 
new directions in Saturday 
and 
Sunday 
morning 


programing.” 
To the parent of today, 
tomorrow might sound like a 
utopian Saturday morning 
without “The Flintstones.” 
Don't be too sure — after all, 
“The Flintstones” and an 
incredible number of other 
programs with grade-school 
mentality originally were 
intended 
as 
adult 
en­ 
tertainment. Would soap op­ 
eras and game shows be an 


improvement on “Pink Pan­ 
ther” and “Land of the 
Lott?” 
As one affiliate executive 
put it during a break in the 
meetings, 
“ We’d 
like 
nothing better than to do 
Shakespeare and O’Neill and 
to be really proud of the fine 
shows we were putting on the 
air. But that isn’t what our 
audience wants to watch. We 
do the best we can.”

He is a leader in his field, perhaps even a forerunner, and 
he is very good at what he does He is Tom Posey - boat 
racer 
By many of his constituents. Posey is considered the boat 
racer s equal of Richard Petty of stock car racing His 
credentials are impressive and there seems no end to his 
winning 
Tom Posey is a 39-year old real estate broker He has 
called Plano home the past four years and hangs his hat at 
1420 Ridgecrest 
Posey races outboard boats, expensive ones, and is 
sponsored totally bv the Outboard Marine Corporation 
< OMC >. more specifically Johnson Motors 
They have picked up the tab for Posey’s racing habit since 
1968 ami he has been a chief contributor to their development 
program For instance. Posey raced a newly designed V-6 
Johnson engine in Paris in 1973. 
Three years later and Johnson has recently released the 
2nn-h<>rsepower engine to the public 


Expensive Sport 


Boat racing is an expensive sport and Tom Posey is one of 
the few with a factory ride and sibsidy. It takes a lot of time 
and money plus the right people to be consistently com­ 
petitive 
"It is a very expensive >nort.” Posey said "For instance. 
we tore up three of our four hulls when we raced earlier this 
year at (iwensborough. Kentucky 
Each one of those 
stripped hulls cost $7,000." 
The price was high at Owensborough, but Posey won. 
Ii was Posey’s inaugural run of 1976 on the American 
Power Boat Association’s national circuit - the Governor’s 
Cup The victory was Posey’s 20th or maybe 25th national 
circuit major victory since 1968 He isn’t sure because he 
doesn't save the trophies he wins 
Tom Posey's next race is this Sunday. August I at Nash­ 
ville. Tennessee for the "Music City Grand Prix’’, another 
national circuit meet 
The sport is expensive and one of the dividends is speed 
The out board racers like Tom Posey pilots are hitting speeds 
of over 130 mph 
That is pretty rem arkable.’’ Posey said. “Speeds just 
keep increasing every year. We are running over 130 mph on 
dosed circuits and the speed record fora limited outboard is 
I 
mph W eare racing right at the record speed.” 
It takes a special Ixia! to move 130 mph and Posey says the 
speeds are getting so fast, the hulls are beginning to break 
limier the strain And at $7,000 for a hull it can get expensive. 
Wliai kind of hull would cost $7.OOO9 
We use specially designed hulls that are designed to take 
high speeds on rough waler The hulls come out of Holland 
and are made out of plywood They are good for about 130 
mph." Posey said 


Began in I960 


Tom Posey began boat racing in 1960 and it took him 14 
years to win the biggest cash purse of his career, $18,000 at 
Panama in 1974 
Posey began racing in 1960 with his father. Posey had just 
been discharged from the military and he still remembers 
the first lime he teamed with his father - racing a 13-foot 
wooden ski boat w ith a 45-horsepower Mercury outboard on 
a local circuit 
Mn lather asked me to ride with him in a marathon in San 


A ngelo During the pole boat start, I got so excited I nearly 
bit my lip in two and on the fourth lap the boat developed a 
leak and we just barely made it to shore before sinking.” 
Posey said 
"Although tm first venture into boat racing was short­

Derby IOO" also in 1965, and he made it three in a row in 1966, 
Also in 1966, Posey set a new World Competition Record in 
the 50 to 60 cubic inch class at the National San Bass Festival 
at Madill. Oklahoma. In 1967, Posey had his only racing 
mishap to date, going through a turn and rolling the boat, 
breaking his ankle 
But in 1968. Posey was back and in the 100-horsepower 
class 
In the National Sand Bass Festival he set both competition 
and straight-a way world records and later won the National 
Championship at Eufaula. Alabama to end a season of 
victories, never once defeated in class competition. 
In 1969. he teamed with Johnson Motors and Alan Yaw’s 
Abilene Marine Racing Team and was high point driver at 
the Southern Championships in Alexandria, Lousiana and 
second in 
his class at 
the American Power Boat 
Association s Nationals. Posey went on in 1969 to finish third 
overall and first in class in the Elsinore 500 in California and 
at the World Outboard Championships at Lake Havasu City 
in Arizona was fourth in class and 15th overall. 
For these efforts. Posey was named the Rookie Driver of 
the Year bv the APBA. 


International Scene 


Posey went racing internationally in 1970, traveling to 
Europe* for the Paris 6-Hour Endro. Held on the Sine in 
downtown Paris below the Eiffel Tower, the competition is 
considered the toughest. 
“Co-driving with Johnnie Sanders, we won, becoming the 
only Americans to ever win this event at that time. We 
captured IS of the 16 awards which are given in this race for 
different performance factors,” Posey said. 
Wins came in 1971 in the Parker 9-Hour Endro in Arizona, 
the first t ime a single engine entry won. In 1972, he took first 
in class and first overall in the Provo 250, Utah against duals 
and inboards. Major circuit wins followed at the St. Louis 225 
and at the Galveston IOO. 
Iii 1973. Posey became one of the first drivers to race a 
rotary engine and he won every event he entered that year 
with that powerplant. 
Wins followed in 1974 and 1975 in many of the sam e 
previous races- including the President’s Cup at Panam a 
and the Kolon, Panam a race. 
Nothing rem ains for Tom Posey but the future —a bright 
future which he hopes will see more money introduced in 
purses He has no plans to change his brand or class of 
racing, lieeause he is at the top. 
"I have no place to move up to. There is nothing bigger or 
better in our sport . The class I race in is to boats what Indy is 
to race cars.” Posev said.
